The Memorial Hall Library is 
happy to announce its annual Open 
House Sunday afternoon, Oct. 28, 
from 3:30 to 5:30 o’clock, and to 
invite all friends to be present. 

Of particular interest is this 
year’s guest speaker, Hart Leavitt, 
who will use ‘‘Jazz As Against 
Popular Music’’ for the theme of 
his talk, at four o’clock. 

Mr. Leavitt, instructor of 
English at Phillips Academy, has 
had a life-long interest in jazz 
music. While at Yale he played 
clarinet with the school orchestra, 
and played ‘‘on the side’? in jazz 


studied this instrument for six 
years with Rosario Mazzeo of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra. After 
graduation, he refused a job ina 
New York hotel band, but took up 
jazz strictly as a hobby, playing 
where and when he wanted to, as he 
does today. While in New York, 
Mr. Leavitt did some orchestral 
arranging for Casa Loma and 
Fletcher Henderson, enough to give 
him an insight into the theory and 
practice of jazz in its most pro- 
fessional sense. Over the years, 
he has kept in touch with **pro- 
gress’, or, as it is called, ‘‘pro- 
gressive jazz’*’. With the recent 
revival of Dixieland music in New 
England, he is now sitting in here 
and there with three or four bands. 
Of his interest in jazz, Mr. 
Leavitt has this to say: ‘I grew 
up in the discovery of jazz music, 
just as. today’s teen-agers are 
growing up in the discovery of 
folk music. In 1924 I received 
my first saxaphone for Christmas, 
and this is another parallel, for 
the saxaphone was then just as 
new and different an instrument 
as the electric guitar is today. 
Just as boys and girls today 
imitate Elvis Presley, Frankie 
Avalon and Chubby Checkers, we 
imitated the great jazz musicians 
in 1920. We listened to all the 
records, and copied off note for 
note what was played by Louis 
Armstrong, Bix Beiderbecke and 
Benny Goodman. Gradually we or- 
ganized our own hands and played 
for school entertainments, and 
Practiced all by ourselves, for we 
were largely self-taught, like so

Consecrated 75 Years Ago 


The year 1887 was a great year | 


in the life of the Parish of Christ 
Church, Andover, for Jan. 4, 1887, 
the Rt. Rev. Phillips Brooks, D.D, 
preached the Consecration 
sermon, as the Rt. Rey. Benjamin 
Henry Paddock, D,D,, consecrated 
the present church edifice.

St. Augustine’s | R ay Th 
Was Busy Parish eirer an 

St. Augustine’s Parish was 35 
years old as an independent parish 
in 1887. 

It was thriving under the pastor- 
ship of Very Rev. Maurice J, 
Murphy, O,S,A,, recalled for two 
generations as the most popular 
priest ever to serve in the parish. 
The entire membership of the 
parish in those days was of Irish 
Stock, practically all of the older 
generation having come directly 
from ‘‘the Old Sod’’. Many of them 
recalled their younger years when 
they walked to Lowell tothe nearest 
Catholic church to attend Sunday 
Mass and then their rejoicing over 
the establishment of the first mis- 
sion church of St. Mary’s in Law- 
rence after the Augustinian 
Fathers came to Lawrence. This 
happened in 1846 when Very Rey. 
James O'Donnell, O.S.A., was the 
pastor. Then in 1852, Very Rev. 
Ambrose A, Mullen, O,S.A., was 
assigned as first resident pastor. 
Fr. Mullen was succeeded by Fr, 
Murphy in 1876. 

There is an old story about the 
raising of funds to build the second 
church which stood on the site of 
the present rectory. The 
parishioners set up a horse and 
buggy to be raffled off. It would 
go either to the pastor of St. 
Augustine's or to the pastor of 
St. Mary’s in Lawrence. Theentire 
proceeds, however, were togo into 
the church building fund. There 
was a tremendous sale of tickets. 
St. Mary's parishioners made a 
Strong bid to get the new rig for

Fr. Murphy’s pastorate came 
to a close in 1887 and he was 
Succeeded by Very Rev. Jeremiah 
J. Ryan, O.S.A., who was trans- 
ferred here from the church of 
St. Laurence O'Toole in Lawrence. | 
The church made great strides 
during Fr. Ryan’s time, and the 
little parish grew to the point 
where another priest was neces- 
sary. In 1889, the Rev. John A, 
Hogan, O,S.A., was appointed 
curate. In addition to serving St, 
Joseph's mission in Ballardyvale, 
Fr. Ryan built a second mission 
church, that of St. Thomas of 
Villanova in Wilmington. 

Fr. Ryan’s successor was Very 
Rev. Thomas A, Field, O.S.A,, 
also an energetic young priest and 
former Villanova College athlete, 
who found time to mix with all 
groups in the community and to 
play on the Town baseball team 
of that era.

Installed First 
Water Mains 


Four town citizens, back in 1887, 
served as a special committee for 
the installation of water lines - 
for fire protection mainly, but also 
in case the town wanted to dis- 
tribute some water to homes. 

They spent the then princely 
sum of $9,300 up to March of 
1887. 

And for that money, they had 
installed 7,500 feet of pipe with 
gates and 16 hydrants, properly 
located, that afforded protection 
against fire which had been lacking 
because of a water shortage, 

The town meeting so heartily 
approved the action of the com- 
mittee that it appropriated $5,000 
for extending the system even 
farther, and gave the committee 
$1,000 with which to work. 

Serving on the committee were 
John L, Smith, William S, Jenkins, 
Lewis T. Hardy and John Cornell. 

The first installation dated back 
a year, to 1886, and began at 
Rabbit's Pond, running down tothe 
center of town. 


Schools Took © 
Big Tax Bite 


A total town appropriation of 
$78,578 was voted at town meeting 
March 7, 1887. 

Schools took the biggest chunk 
of the taxpayer's dollar, as they do 
today. 

The sum of $11,000 was voted 
for schools and another $1,000 
for school houses. 

And that year, $2,500 more went 
to buy the Towle land for a new 
school. 

Looking hurriedly through the 
warrant, we find the voters 
approving: 

Highways and bridges - $8,000; 
sidewalks, $1,000; removing snow, 
$1,000; town offices, $2,500; street 
lamps, $1,000; fire department, 
$2,500; printing and stationery, 
$500; Spring Grove Cemetery, 
$300, plus the proceeds from sale 
of lots, wood, grass, etc. 

Memorial Day, $200; state aid, 
$1,400; indigent soldiers and 
sailors relief, $650; expenses of 
almshouse, $5,000; repairs on 
almshouse, $400; hay scales, $50; 
state tax, $6,000; county tax, 
$6,000; adjustment of taxes, $300; 
‘discount on taxes, $2,500; abate= 
ment of taxes, $400; interest on 
notes and funds, $2,000; insur- 
ance, $200 and miscellaneous,

Assaults Were 
| Frequent Crimes 


Forty-nine arrests were made 
by Andover police during 1887, 
according to the report of George 
F, Cheever, chief. 

Assault was the major crime 
of that year = 14 arrests on that 
account are recorded, Drunken- 
ness caused seven arrests and six 
more were made for ‘‘malicious 
mischief’. Illegal transportation 
of liquor resulted in three arrests 
and three more persons were 
charged with illegal sale of liquor. 

Other offenses included peddling 
without a license, unlicensed dog, 
evading fare, disturbing the peace 
and assault on an officer, 

Complaints investigated totaled 
137, including five burglaries. 

Chief Cheever strongly recome 
mended that a regular officer for 
night patrol be hired, and that a 
police station or headquarters be 
established at or near the town 
house.

Phillips Academy Was 
Being Transformed In 1887 


Phillips Academy in 1887 was 
under the leadership of Cecil 
Franklin Patch Bancroft, who had 


Principal in 1873. 

He had already moved to 
modernize the curriculum, build a 
permanent faculty (in the past too 
many had stayed for only one year), 
and develop the physical plant. 
‘*Banty’’, as he was called, ruled 
over a school of 312 students, 
drawn from 28 states and three 
foreign countries, a geographical 
distribution that compares not un 
favorably with the record o/ today. 
Already some outstanding teachers 
had become fixtures at the Aca- 
demy: Edward Coy inGreek; David 
Comstock in Latin; Matthew Mc- 
Curdy in Math; William Graves 
in Science; and John Churchill in 
Public Speaking. Though the full 
impact of *‘Banty’s’’ achievements 
would not be realized until later, 
Phillips was definitely prospering 

Then as now, a family did not 
have to be wealthy to send a boy 
to Andover. In 1887 the tuition 
was $60 a year, a room in the 
Commons, on the Old Campus, 
was $9 a year, board was $3 a 
week. The rooms in the Commons 


left much to be desired. One 
Visiting parent said to Dr. Ban- 
croft, ‘Any institution which can 
keep the fine reputation which An- 
dover has, and yet lodge its 
students in such disreputable bar- 
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miraculous quality which I want 
my son to learn to know.’’ And 
the School Catalog made no attempt 


expressly for those who wish to 
make their expenses small. Per- 
sons who use tobacco must not 
apply for rooms in Commons.”’ 
This last admonition was more to 
avoid the danger of fire than to 
improve student health; indeed it 
was a miracle that the Commons 
had not burned to the ground years 
ago. For the financially elite among 
the students, there existed various 
private boarding houses where 
rooms could be had for from $6-9 
a week. And even these accommo=- 
dations were Spartan by modern 
standards. 

The year 1887 saw the destruc- 


tion by fire of the old Mansion 
House, originally built by Samuel 
Phillips Jr., near where Samaritan 
House is today. The house had had 
a long and distinguished history; 
George Washington had stopped to 
visit the Phillipses there in 1789; 
and even though it was later trans- 
formed into a tavern, such noted 
visitors as Lafayette, Emerson, 
Webster, Andrew Jackson, and 
Mark Twain had stopped there. 

Early in the morning of Novem- 
ber 29, 1887, an unknown arsonist 
set the house on fire in several 
different places, and although Phil-
